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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's argument filed on October 16, 2006 has been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argue that Park does not show updating the primary database with inforamtion from the secondary database. However, Park 
does disclose "the main controller 111, which looks up in the storage 1 1 4 for searching the identifiers of the disc," if the identifier is not 
found in the lookup table then the lookup table is updated with the identifier (Paragraph [0035] and [0036]). Applicant's argue Park does 
not disclose a sub-sequences fingerprint from the audio content. However, sub-sequences fingerprint is merely anything, such as, 
channel bits, identifiers, ID information, and copy protection information (Paragraph [0020] and [0036]). Plus, claim 1 does not claim audio 
content within the limitation, therefore, is moot. According to claim 1 , 7 and other independent claims having similar limitations are not 
patentable in view of Park. 
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
